BLOWN SKYWARDS BY GAS. 


An Explosion at the. People’s Gaslight & 
Coke Company’s Works. 

Persons in the vicinity of Division street, 
near Goose Island, were startled at 8:05 
o’clock last evening by an explosion and a 
sheet of flame that shot from one of 
the central buildings of the People's 
Gaslight & Coke Company at Division street 
and Elston avenue. The building contain- 
ing the condenser had been blown down and 
shattered to atoms. 

An alarm of fire was at once turned in ana 
the department responded to check the 
flames that had taken hold of the floor 
and girders of the demolished building. 
The fire was quickly extinguished, though 
the climbing over fallen walls and working 
in an atmosphere filled with escaping gas 
made the task a somewhat perilous 
one for the firemen. The constant dread of 
a secoad explosion added to the confusion, 
though no further catastrophe occurred. 

The explosion was in the condensing-room, 
abrick building 30x60 feet, about twenty 
feet high, and having a slate roof. The 
wails were twelve inches thick, and there 
were only afew windows. In the building 
was the condenser or cooling tank, in which

THE DEFUNCT TRADERS’. 


Receiver Smith Asks for Injunctions Against 
Overanxiouas Creditors. 

Receiver Smith of the Traders’ Bank filed 
a petition before Judge Shepard yesterday 
for an injunction to restrain the Union Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago, Charles E. Bogie, 
P. L. Eustis, M. B. Rich, Noble Jones, Ed- 
ward S. Jones, Walter Metcalfe, the United 
States Express Company, the Merchants’ Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago, and J. W. Norton & 
Co. from levying attachments on the assets 
of the Traders’ Bank now in banks in the 
East. He also asks that they be compelled 
to pay to the receiver all money received by 
them. An order of attachment for contempt 
of court for interfering with the receiver is 
asked. 

The receiver says that it appears from the 
books of the bank that for some time before 
he was appointed the Traders’ Bank kept on 
deposit with the Seaboard National Bank of 
New York large sums against which the 
Traders’ drew bills of exchange or drafts. 
Oct. 2, 1888, there was a balance in the Sea- 
board Bank to its credit of $17,000 which the 
New York bank never paid to the receiver. 
The Union National Bank, which has a 
claim of $6,738 against the Traders’ com- 
menced attachment proceedings in New 
York, but the Traders’ defense is that its 
claim was assigned to it by Noble Jones and 
A. Bertts & Co., and that the assignment to 
the Union National Bank by Jones and 
Bertts & Co. was without considera- 
tion, fictitious, and invalid. Charles 
E. Boyle’s claim is $17,000, Rich’s 
claim is $8,257.71 and the United States Ex- 
press Company's is $8,860.21, while Edu ward 
S. Jones, Walter Metcalfe, and John W. Nor- 
ton & Co. hold claims aggregating several 
thousand dollars. 

All of these claimants attached in New 
York without an order of the Chicago court, 
levying on the money in the Seaboard Na- 
tional Bank and also on money in the Trades- 
man’s National Bank and the Continental 
National Bank of New York belonging to the 


Traders’. It is alleged that nearly all the de- 


fendants were residents of Co ok County and 
cognizant of the receiver’s appointment, and

DANVILLE, III., Oct. 20.—[Special.|—This 
part of the State never witnessed such a 
political demonstration as attended the ap- 
pearance of Private Fifer here today, either 
in pointof numbers present or enthusiasm 
displayed.

Their Wages Create a Kiot. 
MonTREAL, Que., Oct. 29.—News of a seri- 
ous and alarming nature has been received 
here tonight from Cookshire, Que., the scene 
of the recent riots among the Italian labor- 
ers at work on the Hereford Railway. The 


trouble has broken out afresh. and it is far 


graver than at the time of the first outbreak. 
The striking Italians are in possession of the 
company’s camp and stores, and as the 
troops have been again called out news of a 
fight and bioodshed is looked for at every mo- 
ment. The Italians have not been paid since 
the last of August. When the emanded 
their money taey were informed that before 


they could get it they must sign a contract 


to contiaue in the company’s employ until 
the mide was completed, and aiso submit 
to reduced pay. With the exception of 
fifteen, who were in the company’s debt for 
suppiies, the 300 refused to sign the contract. 
The company then refused to pay the men, 
who instantiy went on a strike. They re- 
tired to their shanties and secured arms. 
They then marched to the company’s camp 
and seized it, as well as the general store, 
track, locomotives, and cars. 

The officials of the company fied, as the 
Italians threatened violence. Saturday nicht 
the 300 armed strikers marched in a body 
to the village of Sawyervile and captured 


the town, taking possession and sacking two 


stores. This morning they began tearing up 
the track and demolishing the cars used in 
construction.

GEN. BUTLER’S APPEAL TO THE GREEN- 
| BACKERS OF MICHIGAN. 

Gen. Butler appears to have abandoned 
his intent to take no part in this political 
campaign, and has determined to appeal to 
the Greenbackers in Michigan and other 
Western States to oppose Cleveland and the 
Democratic ticket, Gen. Butler led the 
great contest in the United States Supreme 
Court which ended in a decision rendered 
since the last Presidential election affirming 
the validity of the greenback currency and 
vindicating the power of Congress to issue 


Recognizing this victory as won, Gen. But- 
ler has seen no occasion since then to main- 
tain the organization of the Greenback party. 
Its triumph was complete and its purpose 
was attained when the Supreme Court, by 
the unanimous vote of the Republican Jus- 
tices (the Democrat Field alone dissenting), 
justified and sustained the doctrine of the 
Green backers. 

On principle and of necessity the Demo- 
cratic party must be hostile to the green- 
backs. Candid and sincere Greenbackers 
ought to realize that the Republican Su- 
preme Court, in upholding the greenbacks, 
based the decision squarely on the Repub- 
lucan doctrine of National sovereignty. The 
court said of the function of issuing legal 
tender notes:

SUCCESS OF SORGHUM SUGAR RAISING. 

Tue Trisune published yesterday an ex- 
ceedingly interesting letter from its corre- 
spondent at Fort Scott, Kas., giving the re- 
sult of the third year's work of the sorghum 
sugar factory at that place. The outcome of 
the experiments of previous years, as printed 
in this paper, indicated that the new proc- 
esses then described promised to be success- 
ful, and the returns from the handling of the 
cane crop this season make that expectation 
a certainty. 

It now seems to be the case that good sugar 
can be made from the sorghum cane at 
prices which will give the farmer a fair 
profit on his crop and the manufacturer on 
his sugar and sirup, This being so, this 
country will be on the highroad to inde 
pendence so far as sweets are concerned. 
The sugar consumed in the United States 
costs the consumers probably 200 millions of 
doliars annually. There is no one article of 
which we import so much. In spite of the 
persistent efforts of three-quarters of a 
century Louisiana has been unable to pro- 
duce more than an insignificant fraction of 
the million and a half of tons we consume. 
We have been paving the planters for many 
years a bounty in the form of an 85 per cent 
tariff duty to stimulate them, but with all 
that fostering they are now making but half 
the sugar they did before tha war.“ Some 
of the land redeemed from the Florida 
Everglades is suitable for the raising of the 
sugar cane, but the quantity would be at the 
best but a drop in the bueket compared with 
our immense consumption. 

But if sugar can be made profitably from 
sorghum then we shall have no such limited 
saccharine territory to deal with, for the 
sorghum cane can be grown not merely in 
Southeastern Kansas but in Western Mis- 
souri across the line, in Western Kentucky, 
in Southern and Central Illinois, and in 
Southern Iowa. From such a broad expanse 
we should be able in time to get sugar 
enough to meet all the demands of our 
population. 

While sorghum sirup coarse and rank in 
flavor has been made in this country for the 
last thirty years there have been untit quite 
recently two great difficulties to contend 
with. Under the old-fashioned process of 
crushing the cane to extract the juice not 
more than 65 per cent of the saccharine. mat- 
ter could be obtained, Nor was it possible to 
crystallize the sugar into glucose, and even 
where this was not the case the crystals 
could not be freed from the waxy envelope 
which held them, Both these difficulties ap- 
parently have been overcome. The use of 
the dlffuslon process,“ by which the cane is 
boiled instead of being ground, gets out ull the

The Chairman started out with a Na- 
poleonic plan of campaign. Everything was 
to be concentrated on the doubtful aistricts. 
This was not bad strategy, but when the 
Brice idea turned out to be that the doubtful 
districts were only which gave a ma- 
jority of a few Rundred on either side two 
years ago the fatal weakness of his cam- 
was seen. The fact that the condi- 
tions had changed and those districts which 
at the last election gave solid Democratic 
majorities were now wavering because of 
the tariff issue was overiooked.

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BURIAL OF THE BLACK FLAG LEADER. 


Li Yu Doo, the Celestial, Buried with Ma- 
sonic Honors. 

New Yorx, Oct. 29.—In the rear of the un- 
dertaking establishment at No. 35 Mott street 
this morning was presented a strange scene. 
Chinamen, musicians, and inquisitive per. 
sons of all nationalities and moved 
about the dimly-lighted place and Were kept 
in order by haifa dozen policemen. Tne 
wooden ceiling was hung in black and white, 
and curiously cut draperies of plain biack 
ornamented the walls. Near the further end 
of the room, on a black-covered dais, was a 
casket which contained the em ro- 
mains of Li Yu Doo, the General of the 
“ Black Flags.“ The receptacle was of red 
cedar, covered with broadcloth, and the 
trimmings were of solid silver. A plate on 
the top read:
